Just 140 years ago, in 1798, a 
book was published which speedily 


became the “best-seller” of its 
time, Few books have had such

ciple of Population as it affeets the 
Future of Society,” by the Rey, 
Thomas Robert Malthus, It ran 
into many editions and has been 
reprinted in many languages, 
The argument of Malthus was 


expanding} have said 


that “the realization of a happy 
society will always be hindered by 
the miseries consequent on the 
tendency of population to inerease 
faster than the means of sub- 
sistence,” 

The Malthusian Theory dominat- 
ed economic thinking and intu- 
enced statesmanship for nearly a 
century. Wars were regarded as 
necessary to forestall universal 
slarvation by reducing the surplus 
population, What Malthus could 
not foresee was that science and 
invention would so increase the 
productivity of agriculture that in- 
stead of population overtaking the 
means of subsistence the twenti- 
eth century would find a large 
sector of the human race struggl- 
ing with the problem of how to 
dispose of agricultural surpluses, 

In 1798 practically all of the 
people of America were tied di- 
rectly lo the soil for their subsis- 
fence, In 1938 fewer than 10 per 
cent are required, by the direct 
application of their labor to the 
soil, to feed themselves and the 
other 90 per cent of the popula- 
tion, The 10 per cent not only 
feed us all, but fee! us better than 
any people had ever been fed in 
Malthus’ time. Moreover, the 10 
per cent of the people who work 
on farms are enabled, by the ap- 
plication of modern machinery and 
scientific methods, to produce so 
much more than we can consume 
that we have seen in very recent 
years such horrifying spectacles 
as the deliberate destruction of 
food-stuffs by Governmental edict 
end the payment of bounties to 
farmers, not for producing food 
but for refraining from producing 
or marketing it, 

It is certainly permissable to 
wonder what the Rev. Mr, Mal- 
thus would have thought of that 
state of thing's.

Counting the Federal Govern- 
ment, the 48 states with their 
5,600 counties, and all of the cities, 
towns, school districts, fire dis- 
tricts, etc,, there are more than 
150,000 taxing units in the United 
States. Many persons live under 
as many as ten different tax ju- 
risdictions, each with power to 
levy taxes on the same property 
or persons, 

No one wants to put an end to 
the useful purposes for which tax 
money is expended. We have not 
enough good schools, 
highways, bridges, police and fire 
protection and the other things 
for which tax money is spent. It 
is fair enough that such things 
should be paid for out of taxes, 
But there are many things about 
our national tax situation which 
call for revision. 

One is the duplication ana over- 


lspping of taxes, with different 
tax authorities taxing the same 
things. Some way must eventual- 
ly be found to separate the taxing 
powers, allotting certain fields of 
taxation to the Federal govern- 
ment, other fields to the states, 
and limiting the kinds of taxes 


which counties and municipalities 
may impose. That might take a 
Constitutional amendment, but it 
could and should be done, 
Another tax reform urgently 
needed is some way of seeing to 
it that the tax money is all ap- 
plied to public purposes and not 
absorbed by an increasing army of 
tax-eaters. The greatest danger 
America faces today is the grow- 
ing swarm of officeholders sup- 
ported at public expense, If the 
present trend continues it will not 
be long before half the population 
is living off the earnings of the 
other half. 
THE OUTLOOK FOR WAR 
That able student of public af- 
fairs, Mr. Walter Lippmann, has 
been making an on-the-scene sur- 
vey of the European war situa- 
tion. He gives it as his opinion 
that the danger of a general Euro- 
pean war has passed, at least for 
the near future. He points out 
that France and Great Britain 
have prepared themselves in 
past year or two for a stubborn 
defense against aggressions from 
Germany. And he makes another 
interesting point, which is that 
the lessons of the warfare in 
Abyssinia, in Spain and in China 
have made military men revise 
their former belief that a surprise

Old-Age Insurance 
By Soolal Security Board Wield 
OtTice, 


Dothan, Ala, 


In the first two articles in this 
series it was explained that, FOR 
EVERY SOCIAL SECURITY AC- 
COUNT CARD ISSUED THERE 
IS A CORRESPONDING WAGE 
RECORD ACCOUNT SET UP IN 
THER RECORDS DIVISION OF 
THE SOCIAL SECURITY BOARD 
in Baltimore, with the name and 
gecount number on it exactly as 
shown on the Social Security Ac- 
count Number card, There are no 
two account numbers alike, thus 
the wages of persons with the 
same or similar names are kept 
separate, When the wages of em- 
ployees in covered employments 
are reported quarterly by their 
employers, the name, account 
number and wages are shown, ‘The 
Records Division posts each wage 
earner’s account from these re- 
ports. Benefits are computed on 
the total amount of wages receiv- 
cd by the worker in covered em- 
ployments after 1936 and before 
attainment of age 65, 


Q. 1, Will monthly Federal Old- 
Age retirement benefits be 
paid to everyone after age 
65? 

A, No. Monthly Federal Old-Age 


benefits will only be paid to 
individuals who attain the age 
of 65, after working: in cover- 
ed employment at some time 
during at least five different 
calendar years after 19386, and 
before age 65, and their wages 
from such employment must 
total at least, $2,000, Month- 
ly benefits will not start until 
the worker retires from cov- 
ered employment, 

Q. 2. What benefit will be paid 
to workers who receive wag- 
es of $2,000 or more in cov- 
ered employment, but who 
attain age 65 before they 
have a chance to work in 
five different calendar years 
after 1936? 

A. The worker must meet both 
requirements to be eligible for 
monthly benefits, otherwise he 
will receive a lump-sum of 
34c on each dollar of wages 
received in covered employ- 
ment after 19386 and _ before 
age 65. He does not have to 
retire from covered employ- 
ment to get his lump-sum 
benefit. 

Q. 3. Must the worker be em- 
ployed continuously in five 
consecutive years to qualify? 

A. No, One day’s work in cov- 
ered employment In each of 
five different calendar years is 
sufficient to meet the five-year 
minimum requirement, The 
five years may be separated 
by unemployment or periods 
when the individual works in 
excluded employments. 

Q. 4. When workers who qualify 
for monthly benefits reach 
age 65 and retire from cov- 
ered employment, how will 
their monthly benefits be 
computed, 

A. Monthly Federal Old-Age re- 
tirement benefits will be paid 
on total wages reecived in coy- 
ered employment after 1936 
and before attaining age 65, 
(only the first $3,000 a year 
from any one employer being 
counted), Monthly benefits are 
computed as follows: 

Mo of 1% of the first $3,000, 
plus 

1-12 of 1% of next $42,000, 
plus 

1-24 of 1% of the amount, 

over $45,000. 
$10.00 will be the minimum 
and $85.00 the maximum 
monthly benefits paid. 

Q. 5. How many employees 
must & firm have to be coy- 
ered by Federal Old-Age In- 
surance ? 

A. One or more employees en- 
gaged in employment not spe- 
cifically excepted by the Act 


are covered by Federal Old- 
Age Insurance, 

Q. 6. How does Federal Old- 
Age Insurance differ from 


Unemployment Compensation 
or “Job Insurance,” as to the 
minimum number of em- 
ployees of one firm covered 
by each? 

A. In Alabama and Florida only 
the employees of firms em- 
ploying eight or more in coy- 
ered employment are covered 
by Unemployment Compensa- 
tion or “Job Insurance,” while 
one or more employees in cov- 
ered employment are covered 


by Federal Old-Age Insur- 
ance. 
@. 7. Does Unemployment Com- 


pensation benefits received 
by an employee while unem- 
ployed affect his Old-Age In- 
Surance benefits? 

A. No, These are two separate 
phases of the Social Security 
Act and benefits from one do 
not affect the other. Some 
workers are covered only by 
Old-Age Insurance, while oth- 
ers are covered by both in- 
Surance features of the Act. 

Q. 8. Who administers Federal 
Old-Age Insurance and Un- 
employment Compensation or 
“Job Insurance?" 

A. Federal Old-Age Insurance is 
administered entirely by the 
Federal) Government, while 
Unemployment Compensation 
or “Job Insurance" is admin- 
istered by the State through 
its designated agency.

GIDEON: FOLLOWING GOD'S 
PLAN 


LESSON TEXT Judges 7:4-7, 16-23, 

GOLDEN TEHEXT—Have not I com: 
manded thee? Be strong and of a good 
courage, Joshua 1:9, 

PRIMARY 'TOPIC—Why Gideon Won, 

JUNIOR TOPIC—Glideon's Band,

TOPIC—A Wise General, 


Who js he? What are his connec- 
tions? How large an organization 
does he represent? These are the 
measures of the greatness of a man 
Which are common in the world, 
Even in religious circles there is a 


seeking for the men with “big 
names'’ when something is to be 
done, Our lesson for today reit- 


erates the principle which we all 
know but which we practice so little, 
namely, that whatever is accom- 
plished that is really worth while ts 
done by God and that He uses only 
humble instruments—the ‘‘foolish 
things,” the ‘‘weak things,’’ the 
“base things,” and ‘things which 
are despised’’ (I Cor, 1:26-29), No 
flesh is to have any opportunity to 
glory in His presence. If men who 
fre accounted great by this world 
are useful to God it Is only because 
they are themselves humble in spir- 
it and service, 

Gideon came from an obscure 
family in a small tribe in Israel— 
and was astonished when God called 
him (Judges 6:15), He asked God for 
several signs to assure him that he 
was the chosen instrument of the 
Lord (read Judges 6), but once he 
was certain he went forward, noth- 
ing doubting. 


I. An Insignificant Army (vy, 4-7). 

At first thought it seems almost 
foolish to comment on this story af 
repeated reductions in the size of 
Gideon's army in these hectic days 
when the nations of the earth are 
living for but one objective—to cre- 
ate a fighting machine bigger and 
more fully manned than that of any 
other nation. 

But on second thought it is just 
the time for such comment, be- 
cause what the nations are doing is 
a perfect example of the hopeless 
philosophy of men, while what Gide- 
on did {s a presentation of God's 
way. These notes are being pre- 
pared in a city distant from the 
writer’s home, where he is attend- 
ing a conference of national leaders 
in a fleld of great and international 
importance, A long session just con- 
cluded was addressed by a number 
of brilliant and capable men and 
women—and the conclusion they 
reached was that America was a 
badly befuddled nation, lost without 
a sense of direction in a wilderness 
of incoherent and inherently con- 
tradictory theories and about to lose 
its dearly bought freedom, unless 
someone points the way out. The 
only solutions offered were bigger 
and better human programs, and 
when a suggestion was made that 
our need might be spiritual the dis- 
cussion was promptly directed in 
another direction. 

We need the lesson today that it 
{gs by the seemingly insignificant 
Gideon's band that victory is to be 
obtained. Take courage, ye 300, rid 
yourselves of the 22,000 fearful ones, 
let God sift out the 9,700 who are 
not alert to the danger of the enemy, 
and then, under some Gideon who 
is obedient to the command of God, 
go forward to victory. You are the 
hope, and the only hope of our 
nation. Do not fail God in this 
crucial hour, 


II. Obedience to God’s Command 
(vy. 15-23), 

After the Lord had encouraged the 
heart of Gideon by the account of 
the dream of the Midianite (vv. 8- 
14), he and his band are sent for- 
ward with strange weapons and even 
stranger instructions. 


It is not ours to question *‘Why?"’ 
when God tells us to move forward. 
When will we learn that. He knows 
more than we do, and that obedience 
is all we need to render unto Him? 
“Behold, to obey is better than to 
sacrifice, and to hearken than the 
fat of rams" (I Sam. 15:22). 


III, The Sword of the Lord and of 
Gideon (vv. 18, 20). 


While some folk err in counting 
the Lord out and making everything 
depend on man, there are a few 
who make the opposite error and 
become fatalistic in spirit and rela- 
tively useless to both God and man 
—because they hold an improper 
view of the manner in which the 
Lord works through human agen- 
cies, 

A man who objected to soul- 
winning efforts, and especially per- 
sonal work, said that he believed 
“God could save a man if he were 
alone on the top of the Alps.” Of 
course He could, but God does not 
ordinarily work that way. It is the 
“sword of the Lord’’—yes, but do 
not forget that it Is ‘‘the sword of 
the Lord and of Gideon.'’ God has 
graciously condescended to do His 
work on earth through human agen- 
cies. Let us be ready and subservi- 
ent instruments for His use, but let 
us at the same time be alert and 
active in His service. The two are 
not at all inconsistent, in fact the 
one whom God chooses to use is 
usually the one who is already busy 
about His work.

TAKES PICTURES IN 
LAND OF SAVAGES 


Explorer Spends Months 
on Hainan Island. 


San Francisco, — Nicol Smith, 
young San Francisco explorer and 
adventurer, has returned to his 
home here from a six-month ex- 
ploration trip to lonely Hainan ts: 
land off the southeast coast of Chi- 
na, 

Smith brought back hundreds of 
photographs, botanical specimens 
and maps of the remote island, He 
recorded native life on more than 
4,000 feet of sound film, 

Hainan {sland is northeast of Indo- 
China off the southeastern China 
coast, It ts 190 miles long and 95 
miles wide, Until Smith's recent 
explorations {in the interior of the 
island no white man had ever pene- 
trated inland, The island {is popu- 
lated by primitive natives of Malay 
origin who still hunt with poisoned 
arrows, , 

Attacked by Water Buffalo, 


Smith had several “close shaves’ 
with death on his latest trip, he 
said, On one occasion his car was 
attacked by a huge water buffalo 
and at another time, he said, an 
airplane in which he was flying 
from Hainan to Canton, to get per- 
mission to take photographs in the 
island's interior, was forced to land 
in the wild-tiger district of Liu Chow 
in South China, miles from civiliza- 
tion, 

In the heart of the wild Hainan 
country Smith almost died from the 
effects of a severe sunstroke, On 
another occasion quick action of a 
companion saved him from drown- 
ing in a swift mountain river, 

Smith made the only motion ple- 
tures ever taken of the Loi aborigine 
tribes of Hainan and obtained re- 
cordings of their native music. He 
made the first inland maps for the 
National Geographic society and ob- 
tained botanical specimens for the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory. 

Rare Bear Captured, 

A rare Hainan bear, captured by 
the expedition, died before it could 
be transported from the interior and 
the animal was stuffed, It was the 
only bear of this species ever seen 
by a white person, Smith said, 
Among other trophies was the skin 
of a 14-foot python, killed by a mem- 
ber of the exploring party. 

At the completion of his Hainan 
island exploration Smith traveled to 
Yunnan on the Burma-Tibetan bor- 
der. While there he was the first 
white man to visit Kocbui, the 
“mystery city of Asia,’’ in more 
than 20 years. In Kocbui, Smith 
said, 25,000 children have been sold 
into slavery. 

In the last ten years Smith has 
toured unusual out-of-the-way sec- 
tions of Europe, Asia, America and 
the South Seas. He has made ex- 
tensive explorations in the interior 
of Dutch Guiana. 


Thrift of Vermonters Is 


Revealed in Statistics 


Washington. — Spending habits 
among Vermont farmers have been 
surveyed by the bureau of home 
economics. Its report emphasizes 
what had been known of Vermont 
thriftiness, but adds testimony of a 
less-familiar virtue—generosity. 

Families with cash incomes of $650 
save $31 annually; those with $1,000, 
about $170. As compared with live- 
stock raisers in the West, with an 
average recreational expenditure of 
$28 in the $750-$999 and $107 in the 
$2,500-$2,999 income categories, the 
Vermont farm family spends on 
pleasure only $15 and $49, respec- 
tively. Indulgence in tobacco runs 
from $13 to $32; only from $4 to 
$13 for reading matter. 

In practically all income levels 
the Vermont figure for tobacco or 
reading or education is exceeded by 
the amount allotted to taxes, gifts 
and community welfare. 


Damage by Forest Fires 
Reduced in U. S. in 1937 


Washington,—The 1937 forest fire 
control season has been one of 
the most successful ever recorded 
in the history of the country, Rob- 
ert Fechner, director of the civil- 
jan conservation corps, said. 

Fechner said reports indicated the 
excellent record was due largely 
to favorable weather conditions, in- 
crease in acreage accorded fire 
protection, a strengthened organized 
forest protection, greater number of 
fire towers and the presence of CCC 
men. 

Reports show that during a nine- 
month period in 1936 there were 767 
reported fires, burning 15,132 acres, 
compared with only 346 fires, with 
a total of 1,512 acres burned, dur- 
ing the same period in 1937, 


Prices of 100 Years Ago 


Shown by Old Accounts 


Philadelphia.—One hundred years 
ago whisky sold for 12% cents a 
quart, but a better brand brought 
as much as 16 cents, according to 
an old account book of the Bird-in- 
Hand general store, Upper Merion 
township. 

Eight cigars—spelled ‘‘segarz”’ in 
the accounts—could be bought for 2 
cents, but if sold to a heavy smoker

MONTGOMERY, ALABAMA 
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MORE HOME GROWN FEED 
IS NEEDED FOR CATTLE 

AUBURN, Ala,—-More home 
raised feed and better pastures 
are needed for the increased num- 
ber of cattle in Alabama, says 
Prof. J. C, Grimes, head of the 
animal husbandry department, 
Alabama Polytechnic Institute, 

“It is evident,” says Mr, Grimes, 
“from figures recently released 
from the office of J, C, Garrett, 
State statistician, that Alabama 
farmers are turning to beef pro- 
duction as one means of supple- 
menting their income from cotton, 
Mr. Garrett's figures show that 
there were 148,000 more cattle on 
Alabama farms on January 1, 
1938, than on January 1, 1925. 
This inerease was shared by all 
counties within the State except 
Jefferson, Autauga, Clarke, Mobile, 
Washingt and Pike, These six 
counties .siowed a slight decline 
in cattle population between 1925 
and 1988. 

“That Alabama cattle are in- 
creasing in quality as well as num- 
ber is indicated by reports from 
county agents which show that 
more than 1,200 purebred bulls 
have been bought by Alabama 
breeders during the last three 
years. 

“The above information will be 
gratifying to those who are in- 
terested in a more diversified sys- 
tem of farming in Alabama, It 
might be well to point out, how- 
ever, that pasture improyement 
and the growing of winter feed 
crops must accompany increased 
cattle numbers if cattle growing 
is to prove profitable. No coun- 
ty has ever yet, become a great 
livestock section that did not at 
the same time become a great feed 
producing section. 

“Fortunately, Alabama can 
grow both the winter feed and 
pasture necessary for a great cat- 
tle country. Peanut hay is grown 
in South Alabama, Johnson grass 
and alfalfa hay in West Alabama, 
and lespedeza hay in North Ala- 
bama, while all parts of the State 
can grow soybean hay, velvet 
beans, and silage. When any or 
all of these crops are combined 
with peanut meal or cottonseed 
meal they furnish an excellent ra- 
tion for wintering stocker cattle 
or for fattening steers.” 


More home raised feed and bet- 
ter pastures are needed for the in- 
creased number of cattle in Ala- 
bama, is the belief of Prof. J. C.

DANGER—In using the above

In the first 
place, and this is very important, 
we should select an attorney who 
is honest and fair in his dealings, 
You should have complete confi- 
dence in your attorney and unless 
you do have this confidence in him 
you should make a change. We 
cannot afford to turn our business 
affairs over to a man who is not 
absolutely honest and fair at all 
times. You have probably heard 
it said that all lawyers are liars. 
Others have told you that all at- 
torneys are crooks but you know

“HIPPO” IS ONE OF 
NATURE’S ANTIQUES 


Huge Beast Only Living 


Relic of Stone Age. 
Washington, D, C.—Birth of a 
nine-pound baby hippopotamus at 
the National Zoological park in 
Washington, and the hope that the 
tiny infant will survive, focuses at- 
tention on one of the queerest wild 
creatures in captivity, The newly 
arrived hippo is a pygmy, and if 


it reaches maturity will, lke its 
mother, weigh only about 450 
pounds, This contrasts with a 


Weight of 4,800 to 6,000 pounds for 
the ordinary adult hippopotamus. 
“Growing as rare as the vanish- 
ing American buffalo, that vanishing 
African, the hippopotamus, receives 


protection from several govern- 
ments of middle and southern 
Africa," says the National Geo- 


graphic society. ‘Wardens help the 
hippo escape the native steak plat- 
ters, Left to himself, the cumber- 
some creature {is about as dan- 
gerous as a grand plano, 

“In spite of his successful zoo ca- 
reer as a very-wild-beast behind 
bars, the hippo is only a barnyard 
brute at heart—in short, a pig, Halt- 
pig at least, says the scientist, con- 
sidering the short legs, four-toed 
foot, rasping grunt, rooting muzzle 
and tusks. Pig-and-a-half, observes 
the layman with a measuring eye. 
For this super-porker is outranked 
for sheer bulk by the elephant alone 
among land animals, Parking space 
for a standard model hippo would 
need to be about 14 feet long. The 
average hippo's hide, two inches 
thick, is draped around three tons 
of animal. 

“Horse of the River.” 

“River swine’ was the ancient 
Egyptians’ name for him. A visit- 
ing Greek three centuries B. C., 
dubbed him ‘horse of the river,’ and 
the Greek for that phrase—hipo- 
potamus—became his title, a name 
as unwieldly as his frame. 

“This nightmare of a pig has a 
spongy skin with a network of fine 
creases, It is a rich hue of rare 
beefsteak,’ shading into blue-gray 
and dappled with chocolate. His 
face is shaped like a violon-cello 
gabled at the top with a pair of 
alert eyes and gnarled at either end 
of the nose ridge with knobs of eyes 
Stubby legs and short 
flattened tail are dwarfed by his 
bulk, 

“One of his odder features is the 
‘bloody sweat,’ a reddish ofl which 
pours from the hippo’s pores under 
stress of pain or excitement. 

“This greatest of hogs is one of 
nature’s antiques, a living relic of 
the Stone age. It may be the only 
big brute left which retains its face 
and figure from the days when pre- 
historic savages of southeastern 
England brandished stone-headed 
spears at it along the banks of the 
Thames, Remains indicate that the 
hippo once roamed through Europe 
and even India. His four-toed feet 
have beat a slow, thunderous re- 
treat before advancing civilization 
to the dank heart of Africa, which 
is now the bewildered hippo's last 
stand. He lurks among the reedy 
margins of lakes and rivers from 
the latitude of Timbuktu south to 
the latitude of Durban, already 
growing noticeably scarce around 
the edges of the continent. 

“By day the hippo hides his home- 
ly face-in shady marshes or gallops 
along river bottoms with whalelike 
excursions to the surface to spout 
for air every five or ten minutes. 
No matter how cumbersome on 
land, he dives and swims with Olym- 
pic skill. 

No Dainty Appetite. 

“Catering to their gigantic appe- 
tite, which is exclusively vegetari- 
an, is a hippo size job. In cap- 
tivity, a baby can drink 15 pints of 
milk and squeal for more. An adult 
can stow away in his ten feet of 
stomach a dozen bunches of carrots, 
a half-dozen heads of cabbage, a 
peck of apples, 15 loaves of bread, 
150 pounds of hay, 

‘Short legs make him stumble so 
easily that low flimsy fences are 
protection against hippo marauding 
visits. When the husky herds grow 
numerous enough to trample crops 
along cultivated riversides, they are 
transferred from the protected list 
to the black list. White hunters 
track them down, finding them 
about as much sport as a frightened 
cow. Natives kill them for food, 
feasting on hippo bacon and smoked 
tongue, rendering the fat into a pure 
oil that doesn’t turn rancid for 
years, 

“Mild manners and steady habits 
place the hippo among the respect- 
able bourgeois of the jungle and 
surely among the favorites of the 
zoo, His popularity as a captive 
was well under way in 293 B. C. in 
the zoo of Octavius. Barnum billed 
him as Behemoth of the Bible. 

“The pygmy  hippopotamuses 
which range through Liberia on Af- 
rica’s west coast are vest pocket 
editions similar to fossils found on 
Madagascar and Sicily. Naturalists 
wonder whether the small size was 
a special adaptation to island sur- 
roundings, and why this bantam 
model now lives only in Liberia and 
zoos,”

AUBURN, Ala, What most 
Alabama farmers want to know is 
how they can hold their soil and 
the moisture that falls upon it 
Without spending much money, 
That is the belief of J, B, Wilson, 
agricultural engineer of the Ala- 
bauma Extension Service, 

Most farmers have heard of the 
great need of soil erosion control, 
Wstimates of thousands of tons of 
soil that has left Alabama farms 
have been made, but the farmer 
is interested in how he can save 
ond build up what he has left, <A 
farmer is usually most convinced 
of the destruction to his farm when 
he tries to fill a small gully in one 
or his flelds by hauling dirt to fill 
it, or by noticing reduction in 
yields as a result of sheet erosion, 

The old belief that it takes a 
lot of money to terrace a field or 
farm is erroneous, the specialist 
says. In fact, it takes very little 
more to terrace the field than it 
does to plow it once if the farmer 
does the work himself, 

It is not necessary that the 
firmer do all his terracing in one 
year, Instead, it is recommended 
Ly the Extension Service that 
farmers build a few terraces the 
first year and add a few more each 


year until the entire farm is 
terraced, 
The Agricultural Conservation 


Program will help pay for the ter- 
racing work, since payments are 
provided for terracing and other 
soil erosion control work under the 
program, Mr, Wilson recommends 
making these terraces larger by 
back-furrowing each year for a 
period of two or three years. By 
this method about half the cost 
of the finished terrace is taken up 
in regular farm operations, and 
the first cost of building the min- 
imum terraces is very small,

Strip cropping is coming into 
recognition as an important factor 
in soil conservation, When the 
entire farm’ can not be planted to 
cover crops, strips aeross the field 
will aid a great deal in checking 
erosion and keeping the good top 
soil from washing away. 

Many of our best farmers are 
finding that a green top soil cov- 
ering, together with a mat of 
growing plant roots to bind this 
soil together, is a first necessity 
along with good terraces to pro- 
tect the land from the damaging 
effects of erosion when the heavy 
rains of winter fall.

While some excilement prevailed 
in Elba shortly after noon Tues- 
aay when it was announced that 
impounded water of Beaver Dam 
creck wus slowly running over 
the levee at a point Northwest 
of the old ice plant, the uneasiness 
only two or three hours, 
Long before nightfall the waters 
of Beaver Dam had subsided and 
were again contined in the channel 
on the outside of the levee, 


lasted 


The biggest damage yet report- 
ed was the destruction of the 
bridge over the canal on the Elba- 
Kinston road in the southern part 
of the city. This bridge was bad- 
ly damaged during the high water 
early this spring, but had been 
1epaired, More than half of the 
Structure, including piling, was un- 
dermined and carried down stream. 

The temporary bridge over 
White Water was also completely 
Submerged and badly damaged by 
the swollen stream. ‘The middle 
Section of the bridge suffered the 
worst damage, but it is thought 
that it will be put in passable 
Pedes- 
trians were crossing the bridge 
Wednesday. 

From every section of the coun- 
ty come reports of undermined 
bridges and badly damaged roads, 
but most of the main roads will 
be put in condition for traffic 
within a short time. The damage 
to cotton and other crops will per- 
haps be unusually heavy on ac- 
count of the continued rains, It 
is not possible to estimate this 
damage, 

Elba and Coffee County are not 
the only places to suffer, as reports 


from other sections indicate equal- 
ly heavy damage. However, state 
papers turn first to Elba to exag- 
erate conditions, In a telephone 
conversation Tuesday night The 
Clipper editor tried to give a cor- 
rect description to The Montgom- 
ery Advertiser, Evidently, The 
Advertiser news editor did not be- 
lueve what we told him, as the ar- 
ticle quoted us as saying that the 
water of Pea River had reached 
the top of concrete levees. What 
we did tell him was that Pea 
River and White Water creek 
barely broke over their banks and 
that waters from the streams 
were receding. 

In that section adjacent to the 
main part of the city the water 
did not even reach the base of 
the levee, much less the top, If 
the water had been lapping at 
the top of the levee, we would 
not have been here to tell about 
it. Maybe some day the state 
papers will report, water condi- 
tions in Elba as they really are, 
but we are beginning to doubt it.
